World-Wide Controversy Likely 


to Center in Two Men Who 


Reached World's Top 


The announcement of Commander Peary that he has discovered the 


north pole rivets the attention of the entire civilized world. • Whatever 
question of priority may exist between the claims of Commander Peary 
and Dr. Cook, there can be no doubt that to the United States belongs the 
unquestioned credit and lasting renown of discovering t.he north pole. 
The remarkable coincidence of two American announcements of such a 
colossal achievement, coming within five days, after centuries ol fruitless 


• endeavor, constitutes one of the most remarkable coincidents in history. 


The question of priority in reaching t.he pole absorbs interest in this 


country and Europe. That Peary will claim to be the first discoverer ay- 
pears to be definitely assured from the following: 


First—Formal announcement has been telegraphed from Indian Har- 


bor, Labrador, to all the principal American and Geographical societies of 
all nations, including Japan and Brazil, specifically announcing that t.he 
north pole was discovered April 6 by 1,he Peary Arctic club expedition 
under command of Commander Peary. 


Second—A. London dispatch received from St. Johns N. F., states 


that Commander Peary claims he was the first man to reach the north pole. 
Aside from the question of priority Commander Peary's announcement of 
reaching the polo appears to be accepted throughout the United States and 
the world at large by scientists as well as the general public and there is 
an absence of the doubt and skepticism which greeted the Cook announce- 
ment. There is, however, apparent reserve of judgment on the question 
of priority between the two explorers. 
. 


Dr. Cook in'an Int.erview^at Copenhagen, today,-says he is'the "first 


to shout hurrah for Peary. If he has telegraphed' an announcement that 
he has reached the pole, then it is. true and I congratulate him." 


Dr. Cook also states that'he does- not want any controversy. 
No further word direct from Peary has been received today, nor can 


there be any further word'from him' until he reaches" Chateau Bay, Labra- 
dor, tonight or tomorrow. 


The whole world continues to be stirred with excitement and admir- 


ation for the achievement of discovering the north pole. 


London, Sept. 7.—The Renter -Tele- ' 


graph company publishes a dispatch 
from St. John, N. F., in which it is 
Eaid that Commander Peary claims 
that he was the first man to reach the 
north pole. 


This claim has given a new fillip to 


the polar controversy, and the after- 
noon .papers display the dispatch from 
St. Johns prominently and under head- 
lines that plainly intimate a. revival of 
the doubts of the bonafides of'Dr. 
Cook's reported success. These doubts 
had almost disappeared when Peary 
came upon the scene on the coast of 
Labrador and the commander's cate- 
gorical statement of today has given 
another dramatic turn to the north pole 
controversy.

A Message From Peary, 


Gen. Thomas Hubbard, president o 


the Peary Arctic club, today receivec 
the following message from Command 
er Peary: 


"Indian Harbor 
(via Cape Raymx, 


N. F.). Sept. 6.—Thanks yonr assist- • 
ance the 300 years' search of north 
pole Is ended. Pole occupied by club's 
expedition April 6. Roosevelt returns 
uninjured.

In response Gen. Hubbard sent the 


following cablegram to the explorer: 


"New York. Sept. 7.—Commander 


Robert E. Peary. Indian Harbor (via 
Cape Ray): 
Your cablegram gives me 


the best news I have had this century. 
Congratulations and best wishes." 


Herbert L. Bridgman said today that 


ho expected Commander Peary would 
Stop off at Eagle Island. Maine, his 
home, where Mrs. Peary and his two 
children arc at prefcent, and then come 
directly to New York, reaching here 
within the nest two weeks and possibly 
before. While no definite plans have 
been completed here for his welcome 
they arc under way.

therefore Dr. Cook will doubt- 


less be only too willing to offer the 
data upon which the confirmation of 
the narrative will rest. Records, diar'es, 
note books, locations, courses and all 
indicia so well known to explorer will 
be 
produced and placed with 
the 


archives either in original or duplicate 
of the principal geographic societies of 
the world. 


The Genteel Way of Doubting. 


"Had he by any possibility opened 


any ot'Peary's cairns at Cape Thomas 
Hubbard or Cape Columbia, or any of 
Sverdrup's In his farthest land and 
archipelago, the evidence would be 
conclusive and 'all the doubts forever 
silenced.* Reading between the lines 
and dismissing at once for what they 
may be worth all the opinions and 
comments with which the papers are 
just now so heavily burdened, the tale 
stands or falls by Itself and without 
witness or testimony." 


After discussing past polar research 


and the outlook for further exploration 
the article continues: 
"Maybe this is 


not the time nor place to Intrude ethics 
or etiquette. Tet those who have fol- 
lowed arctic matters do not forget that 
Peary made all this .possible and they 
reserve until the facts are known, their 
judgment.

rounding the sick man. It was said 
today that although the progress ol 
Mr. Harriman's latest attack has been 
arrested, 
his temperature 
remains 


high and ho is exceedingly weak. The 
best information is that he is in bed, 
and although no confirmation ol the 
report has yet been obtained from the 
house, little doubt exists 
here that 


there are other physicians attending 
him besides Dr. Lyle. 


Talk of an operation has been re- 


vived, but there is nothing definite to 
support such a rumor.

There is some $550.000.000 of capi- 


tal invested today, an average of 
about $10 a barrel, for the 55.000,000 
barrels brewed. 
Of this, fully $1.25 


can be counted as an advance to sa- 
loons. That Is, entirely outside of Its 
ownership of saloon property, which 
must reach well toward $25.000,000, 
the brewing Industry can conserva- 
tively be estimated to have an in- 
vestment of $70.000.000 in 'American 
saloons, based upon^the slippery se- 
curity of retail saloonkeepers' notes 
and second-hand saloon fixtures. It 
has millions and probably tens of 
millions Invested In saloons which 
should havo been long since dead. 
To control saloons means to control 


the sale of beer In those saloons and In 
the fierce grasping for business the 
breweries have overdone the saloon 
business. That has been notoriously 
true In Indiana, where brewery domi- 
nation in state and city politics made 
It possible through a Ions period for 
breweries to multiply the number of 
saloons absolutely without Interference 
or hindrance. How much saloon prop- 
erty the option elections have thrown 
back useless Into brewery hands in 
this state 
would 
be 
Interesting to 


know. The value of It as represented 
In the original investment must be Im- 
mense. 


SUCCESS CROWNS PEARY. 


In nothing is there detraction from 


the 
honor 
of Commander Peary's 


achievement In reaching the north pole 
because he was the ^econd and not the 
first man to plant the stars and stripes 
there. 
In the measuring of credits, 


perhaps the more In Justice belongs to 
Peary for the long and undaunted per- 
severance with which he has devoted 
himself to his quest'for, the pole. For 
raore than a score of years Peary has 
been fighting his battle with the snow 
and ice' of the perpetual winter of the 
arctic region. Time after time he has 
been beaten back only to renew the as- 
sault. 
He has succeeded. 
He has 


stood on that msyterious goal which 
has-, been the lure of centuries. 


That Dr. Cook was there before 


Peary need give Peary no misgivings. 
Cook's success In no way modified the 
difficulties o£ Peary's achievement. Ac- 
cording to plans laid down and with 
equipment selected by the dictates of 
his own full experience in the frozen 
north Peary started out once more to 
•wrest from forbidding nature the mys- 
tery of the arctic pole. He comes back 
with the exultant proclamation that 
the glory of long years of striving at 
last is his. No one but has for Peary 
the slncerest congratulation, the heart- 
iest acclaim. 


The fates which rule 
In human 


events could not have devised a more 
dramatic climax to centuries of arctic 
exploration nor give it a more theatric 
setting than the coming of the voice of 
Peary from out the frozen wastes to 
proclaim his achievement just as the 
•world -was ringing with the praises of 
his forehanded rival, who but five days 
previously had startled civilized hu- 
Hianlty with the news of the earlier 
conquest of the pole. Cook and Peary 
are now. thrown 
together under as 


fierce a limelight as ever beat upon 
the heads of two men. They are ri- 
vals, .but by a peculiar twist of events 
that affect them in common they are 
now complementary. It is much to be 
hoped that the sufferings and the pri- 
vations In -which they have been and 
tho glory in which they are equal shar- 
WB may make them friends.

HOW TO OPEN A PIMPLE. 


A pimple should never be opened 


without first soaking it with a warm 
wet cloth to soften the surface, for the 
more supple this is the less disturb- 
ance later. Five minutes is none too 
long to apply such a compress. Then 
a new cambric needle with a sharp 
point should be plunged into the spot. 


The surface 
may 
then 
be gently 


pressed between the 
forefingers 
to 


squeeze out the impurities. Tills pro- 
cess will take two or more minutes, 
and, though done firmly, must not be 
hard enough to bruise the flesh. As 
soon as. the last particle of foreign 
matter has been ejected, the little hole 
should be touched 
with 
alcohol or 


spirits of camphor. I prefer the latter, 
for not only..is it astringent, thus help- 
ing the por.e to close, but it is bleach- 
ing. An hour or more after this oper- 
ation the spot should be touched again 
with the spirits. In this way there is 
little or no danger of an enlarged pove. 


If pimples have been 
recurring a 


salve may be put on after the camphor 
application. One that is beneficial is 
made from half a dram eachW precip- 


itate of sulphur, tincture of campho 1 
and glycerine, with the addition of t\v. j 
ounces of rose water. This is good fc 
pimples caused by stomach disorders; 
as well as those from the blood.- 
wash that may 
be substituted foi I 


spirits of camphor is made from nine J 
grains of subcarbonate of soda, t 
ounces of distilled water and two drops'^ 
of essence of rose. The latter may be 
applied through the day, as well as at 
night.
